There will he fewer Americans demand- 


lr* a balanced budget in ULIS than there 


were In 19*1. Rv 1936 there will he still 


fewer. By ion? a balanced budget may be 


■ phrase aa old fashioned as "rugged indi­ 


vidualism." 


If President Roosevelt has been annoy­ 


ed by demands for a balanced budget, he 


turned the tables neatly on hecklers In his 


budget message. He was speaking of an un- 


btlanred budget. The gross deficit for the 


fiscal year starting Ju ly will he more than 


four and a half billion dollars, he expects. 


In this budget, regular expenditures will 


total about three and one-third billion dol­ 
lars. Total recovery and relief expenditures, 


on the other hsnd. will he more than four 
billion dollars. Except for expenditures to 


give work to the unemployed, the new bud­ 
get will balance. The deficit can he traced 


directly to unemployment, therefore. This 


la one of the advantages of the scheme of 


making taro classifications of federal spend­ 
ing.
